berty iu auy place they ſhall nominate and chuſe within the Parliaments 
quarters, wnmall they ave received the Parliaments Reſolution ; And if 
the Þ arliament foal! not thinks fit to grant ſuch their defires, they ſpall 
then þ.rve leave and paſtes to gobeyend Sea, ar before, or to any of the 
Kings armies or gariſent,as they ſballthink fir. = 
2. That the Army and forces under the command of the Lord Hoptom 
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other Officers under bis cq-nmend according. \to the ſeverall oh EPI

the General $ir Thom SL accordingly, and to theſe whe - 
being Engliſh ſhall chooſe to live at home, paſſes for that 7 * 
and protettions for their liberty of their perſons,and alſs for the 
freedoms of their eft ates from al p! nder and violence of ſontdiers, 
and that ſuch Gentlemen or others that have conſiderable eftares, 
may have the Generals Letters of recommendation to the P arlia- 
ment (if defired) for their moderate compeſition. IX 

XI. That after the performance of theſe Articles ſo far to di[- 
banding and delivering up of what ts tobe delivered: Al Officer: 
and Souldiers that ſhall according to theſe Articles chuſe to go be- 
yond the Seas, ſhall have ſufficient quarters afſigned them by Sir 
Themas Fairfax, near convenient Ports for their tranſportation, 
and that they ſdall have twenty eight daies allowed to ſtay in- En- 
gland, from the day of their ſrverall dirbanding , and that the 
charge of quartering their horſes be diſcharged by themſelves af- 
ter the firſt fourteen daies for the time of their further ftay, That 
the Generall will appeint men to take care that ſhipping ſhall oce 
provided for tranſporting the thh perſons, ArmerBag and Bag= 
gage, they paying the accuſtomed rates. | 
| XII.T hat acertain number of Officers of the L.'Hoptons Army 
wet exceeding forty upon the Lord Hoptons Conmiſftoners re- 
queſt ſhall be permitted to have paſſes for themſelves, and their . 
ſervants horſes and neceſſaries to go to Oxford provided that their 

ſervants exceed not the number of tWo, their horſes three, toeve= 
rie one reſpe Fively. 

XI11I. That the Lord Hopton ſhall be allowed for his ovn uſe 
all bis horſes, provided they exceed not the number of forty, and 
Armes for himſelfe and twelve men; Andthat the Lord Went- 
worth ſhall have all bis horſes, provided they exceed not five and 
twenty, and arm! for himſelf and cight men, and places afſigned 
them for conveniency of Duarters. DEP 

XIII. That ſuch Engliſh men as ſball chuſe to abidg in Eng- 
land at their homes, and all Forraigners of the ſaid «Army, foal 
ingage themſelves by promiſe in ſuch forme as ts herewith agreed 
0n,n0t to bear Arms any more againſt the P arlianent of England 
nor to att any thing wilfully prejudicial to the Parliaments aff airs 
without firſt rendring. themſelves priſoners to the P arliapent; 
And kkewiſe all ſach Engliſh as foall chuſe to go beyoud Sea ſpall

ingage themſelves in the liks promiſe {or three yeeres next inſy- 
ing the date hereof or otherwiſe ſhall loſe the benefit of theſe Arti- 
eles excepting the Lord Hypton and Lord Went worth, and the 
number of O fficers allowed to go to O xford inthe t\Wvelfth Article 
before» going, who are by the intention of theſe Articles leſt free 
from ISA Enment. 

XV. That all Horſes, CArms,and furniture of warre belong- 
ing to, or in the band: of any perſon, of the ſaid Armie,not allowed 
is the precedent, or ſnbſequent Articles, to be carried away ſhall 
be dilvvered up to ſuch perſons, and at ſuch places near Traro, or 
Six Thomas Fairfax bs bead quarters,as his Excellency ſhall ap- 
point, within fix daies after the date bereof Without ſpoile or imbe- 
zolwment; At the care aſwell of the Geeneralls Officers of the 

id «Army, and all Commanders in their ſeverall charges, as 
by the perſons themſelves, to whom ſuch eArmes or Furniture of 
Warre dee belong, or in whoſe cuſtody they were. 

XVI. That whoſoever ſhall aſter the concluſion of this Treaty, 
purpoſely break,, ſpoile,or imbez.ell any of the armes horſes or fur- 
niture agreed and concluded to be delivered np in this Treaty, 
foal forfeit the benefit due nnto him by any article in the Treaty, 
Andif any of the ſaid army after the conclufrenof this Treaty ſpall 

or wilfully doe any vitlence wnto any Inhabitants of the 
Coumrey, he ſball give ſatufaftion unto the perſons 6 wronged, 
or loſe the benefit of the Treaty, and that the Commiſſioners of 
both parties, or any three of them, Whereof one or more to be of Sir 
Thomas Fairfax bi party, and one or more tobe of the Lord Hop- 
rons, ſhall have pewer to heare and determine all ſuch caſes ac- 
XVII. That the ſaid army and forves nnder the command of 
the Lord Hopton, from the time of the concluſion of this Treaty, 
untill the time of their dr awing ont to be dirb anded as in the enſu- 
ing articles, ſball bee ered in ſuchplaces Weſtward from 
Trure as Sir Thomas Fairfax ſbal appoint, which ball be large 
| for their accommodation, and that the Ceſſation of armes, 
and of all als of heſftility betWwixt the i've armies, ſhall continue 
wnto the time of the complent dizbanding of the Lors Hoptons 
wy.

XVII. That for ghe dibanding of the ſaid Forces, and de- 
livering uy of Horſes, Armes,Cc, In performance of the pre- 
cedent Articles, Every Brigade and Regiment wnder the Lord 
Hoptons command, ſhall by their reſpeftive Commanders be 
dr awne out into ſuch places of Rendezwouz, within two miles of 
Truro, or Sir Thomas Fairfax his head- Quarters, And upon 
ſuch dayes as Sir Thomas Fairfax ſhall for them joyntly or ſe- 
wverally appoint, notice of the ſame being given to hu Excellen- 
cy in writing ſixteen houres before-hand, under the Commiſſ10- 
wers of the Lord Hoptons part, or any of them , tws or more of 
whom ſhall for that aud other purpoſes continue at Sir Thomas 
Fairfax his head- © uarters, untill the dubanding be finiſhed,and 
that the proento— rk generall, or Adjutant of the Lord Hop- 
tons with one _ from every Brigade , ſhall alſs be thrre 
with them, and that none of the ſaid Brigades or Reetments ſhall 
be drawn out of their Quarters, (which ſhalbe affigned to them

XIX. That to or before the drawing out of the ſewerall Bri. 
gades or Regiments ſuch Rendezvous as before, the chief Com- 
manders of them reſpeHively ſhall deliver ,unts whom Sir Tho- 
mas Fairfax ſhall «ppoint, atrue and perfett Liſt of the Reei- 
ments and Troepes inthe ſeverall Brigades, and of all Officers 
#nd Souldiers intheir ſeveral Troupes expreſſing by name which 
f them do chooſe to g0 beyond fea, and which ave gore ts live at 

ome ; or alſo who are Reformadoes, and in what degree of 
command they have ſerved : and that at the ſame times and 
laces the Horſes, Armes, and furniture by vertue of the prece- 
dent Articles to be delivere 7 » ſhall be delivered up actor- 
dingly;, and all the Officers and Souldiers dicbanded and diſ- 
charged, and there ſhall receive their Paſſes with Warrants for

Rdered by the Lords and Commons afſembled in 

Parliament, That Thurſday ſevennight be ſer aparr 
for a day of publique Thankſgiving to Almighty God, for 
the great ſucceſle of the Army under the Command of Sir 
Thomas Fairfax Generall, againſt the encmy in the Weſt, in 
breaking and deftroying their Armies, and giving them up 
into the hands of the Parliament; to be obſerved and kept in 
all theChurches and Chappcls withinthe Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter,and Liberties thereof, and Lines of Com- 
munication, and ten miles about, and that the Lord Mayor 
be defired ro take care, that the teſpeRive Miniſters within 
the Limits aforciaid may have timely notice hereof.
